sion, canenly be required. I} is enly asxed that the 
present oocasion may be taken to establish @ more com- 
plete adoption of the system of the Commission by the con- 
nection of individuals with existing societies codperating 
with the Commission, by eaforcing more steady, regu- 
lar and systematic methods of collecting and transmit- 
ting contributions, and by establishing a conviction of 
the folly of spasmodic efforts in » work of this kind. Hun- 
dreds will owe their lives this week to these who did not 
hold their hand when there was ne special public excite- 
‘ment, by which the Comanission had stores ready at 
Frederick, Baltimore and Washington, and. reserves at 
Philadelphia, New-York and Boston. Those whe wish 
tocordially cobperate with the Commission will now go 
to work as if we were just entering upon along war, and 
with mo thought of its ending. A momentary enthusiasm 
is net desired, but the Commission offers its agency tu all 
who wish to steadily contribute to the relief of, the sick 
and wounded, and to the comfort of the army, by such 
means and methods as experience leads it to adopt, until 
the rebels are conquered, amd the voluntesr army dis- 
banded, which last, under no cireamstances, cam possibly 
eccur for a long time te come. Let these whe have not 
begun to work systematically for the army begin now. 
Let those who have been werking steadily become more 
steadfast and orderly in their work. 

All individual contributions should, when practicable, 
be made to local societies, It is unnecessary to ask what 
is especially needed—commen sense will fad what is use- 
fal in the care of the sick and wounded men ; an excess of 
any ordinary class of articles cannot occur. 

Societies should endeavor, as much as possible, to 
make regular shipments to the depots, at which alone 
goods can be assorted, arranged and shipped in exact 
accordance with the demand of the army at different 
peints. 

The number of these depots cannot be increased, and 
goods cannot be received otherwise than through them, 
without causing unnecessary expense and trouble te the 
Commission. ner without a diminution of their value. 
For instance, those who have lately sent their goods to 
Washington, without orders in many cases, may now 
force tne Commission to hold them idle or te reassort 
quite possibly, they consist of goods especially called for 
at this moment in Boston or New-York or Louisville for 
transmission to Port Reval, Port Hudson, or Vicksburgh.
